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APPLE BLOSSOMS. 

Suggestions for China Painters. 



CARMINE No. 1 used very thinly will give the color for the 
outside of the blossoms. For the buds use the same car- 
mine a little thicker, and go over them a second time, 
when dry, where shades are needed. 

For the shades on the inside of the petals use carmine No. 1 



For the front or upper side of the leaves use moss green V, 
or grass green, shaded with black green. 

The stems may be first painted a grey, using a very little 
black and sky blue mixed. Paint over the whole stem and touch 
up with brown No. 4 or 17 used pure, and if a variety of color 
is desired, the same brown mixed with capurcine red will be 
found useful.

and apple green mixed. These two colors give a soft grey, 
inclined to either color according to the quantity of green or 
pink predominating. 

The back or wrong side of the leaves are a paler green than 
the front or right side. Apple green with a very little mixing 
yellow will give the color, while house green or olive. green used 
thinly will shade them.
